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Dreamspeaking again 
The third annual Dreamspeakers Festi- 
vai will feature a number of international 
performers, film-makers and artists in 
addition to showcasing the best of Can- 
ada’s aboriginal arts community. 
Billed as Edmonton's last major fes- 
tival of the summer, Dreamspeakers 
will run August 24-27 at various loca- 
tions downtown. Due to restricted 
government funding, this year’s festi- 
val will feature fewer free 
performances than in the past. 
Churchill Square will host only one 
event this year, the opening ceremo- 
ny and round dance on August 24. 

All other free events will take place 
behind the Centennial Library in Cen- 
tennial Plaza. Aboriginal performers will 
appear daily August 25-27, from 11:30 
am to 1:30 pm, and again from 5 to 7 
p.m. A $6 admission button will be 
required to see the rest of the festival. 

Loro Carmen, the festival's execu- 
tive director, explained that cutbacks 
have forced them “to raise more mon- 
ey on our own initiative.” Added 
Carmen, “We're now having to charge 
for anything happening in the Westin or 
at the theatres.” 

At the Westin the $6 button in- 
cludes a film and video trade fair, an 
arts and craft fair, a clothing designer 
showcase and nightly concerts. Per- 
formers include Allpa Kallpa, a group 
of musicians from South America;

Sheena Stewart investigates Norplant and finds it’s more than an irritant 


inding an effective, reliable 
method of birth control contin- 

ues to be a challenge for many 
women. Diaphragms can be awk- 
ward, foams can be messy and the 
sponge can be difficult to remove. 
Even the pill, which was expected to 
revolutionize contraception when it 
was introduced more than thirty 
years ago, has its drawbacks, includ- 
ing a long list of side effects for some 
users. 

In addition to their individual 
problems, most current contracep- 
tive methods share one overriding 
disadvantage - their dependence on 
user compliance. This means that 
you must use them correctly and 
consistently for them to work. Anew 

_ birth control method recently intro- 
duced to Canada promises to 
eliminate that main disadvantage by 
providing continuous, constantcon- 
traceptive protection. Butbefore you 
call your doctor and ask for a pre- 
scription, there are some things you 
need to know about Norplant. 


Continuous 
birth control 


Norplant is the trade name for a 
hormonal contraceptive implant de- 
signed to provide long-term, 
reversible pregnancy prevention. 
It consists of six matchstick-sized 

flexible capsules, each containing 
36 mg of the hormone levonorg- 
estrel, a synthetic progestin also 
found in many oral contraceptives. 
The capsules are inserted in a fan- 
like pattern just beneath the skin 
woman's inner upper arm. The 
is done under local an- 
aesthetic in the doctors office, and 
usually takes between 10-15 min- 
utes. 

The implants work by both sup- 
pressing ovulation and by thickening 
cervical mucus, making it difficult 

_ forsperm to reach any eggs that are 
released. If inserted within seven 
days from the onset of a woman’s 
period it is effective almost imme- 
diately. Once in place it will provide 
continuous birth control for up to 
five years, with an average annual 
failure rate of less than one percent 
(the rate is somewhat higher for 
women weighing more that 154 
po nds).

Side effects 


By far the most common side ef- 
fectis achange in menstrual bleeding 
patterns. According to manufactur- 
er Wyceth-Ayerst’s product 
literature, more than 70 percent of 
users will experience some degree 
of menstrual irregularity, ranging 
from continuous spotting to long 
periods and even a complete lack of 
menstruation in some cases. Al- 
though these irregularities are most 
severe during the first 
year, some women will 
have problems as long 
as Norplant is in place. 

Other side effects such 
as headaches, weight 
gain, acne, nausea and 
mood changes, are far 
less common. Wyeth-Ay- 
erst has insisted that 
clients receive thorough 
pre-insertion counsel- 
ling that outlines 
potential side effects and 
helps prepare them for 
these changes. Still, as 
Mitchelson explains, 
knowing about the side 
effects may not neces- 
sarily make it easier to 
deal with. “They can tell 
you the possibility isone 
percent, but if you are that one per- 
cent, it’s little consolation.” 

One of the major drawbacks to 
Norplant is that it, like other hormo- 
nal methods, offers no protection 
from sexually transmitted diseases. 
Thus women would have to use con- 
doms in addition to Norplant, 
effectively negating the product's 
“hassle-free” appeal. Women using 
Norplant may also be more inclined 
to skip regular check-ups with their 
physicians since, unlike the pill, no 
yearly medical exam is required. 

In addition to insisting on thor- 
ough counselling for potential 
patients, Wyeth-Ayerst has also set 
up strict training procedures for 
doctors wishing to insert Norplant. 
At present only a small number of 
Edmonton doctors have undergone 
the necessary training, although 
many are on waiting lists to do so. 

Dr. Kristi Boldt, an obstetrician at 
Edmonton’s Allin Clinic, is one of 
the few physicians who has taken 
the training and explains that Wyeth 
has been careful about making sure 
physicians know the proper way to 
insert and remove the implants. 
“They're being very careful so that 
there will be fewer problems with 
it than there were in the States,” 
she says. There some physicians 
who were improperly trained “were 
running into real difficulties espe- 


- cially with removal.” Dr. Boldt has

filed on behalf of Norplant patients 
in that same time. Most recently, a 
class action lawsuit was filed in Hou- 
ston, Texas on behalf of nine adult 
women and two minors who allege 
to have suffered severe complica- 
tions from the use of Norplant. 
Complaints include everything from 
headaches, depression and ovarian 
cysts to tumours, birth defects and 
capsule migration. 

Stephen King, Wyeth-Ayerst's Nor- 
plant Product Manager, admits there 





have been instances where women 
have experienced problems with the 
removal of the product, but stresses 
that “The removal process is simple 
if insertion is done correctly.” Instanc- 
es of capsule migration, as alleged in 
the Houston suit, are unlikely ac- 


cording to King. “I would have a 


hard time believing the capsules 
could migrate because a natural re- 
action of the body is to encapsulate 
anything foreign,” he says. King also 
discounts other allegations, such as 
blindness and tumors. “Levonogestrel 
is already one of the most widely pre- 
scribed oral contraceptives. I've never 
even heard about any coincidences 
of tumors,” King said. 

Harold Dampier Jr. is one of the 
lawyers handling the suit. “We really 
believe that the evidence will show 
that the product has caused some 
very severe damage to a lot of wom- 
en,” says Dampier. He notes that 
there was evidence of these compli- 
cations in some of the clinical trials 
that took place in Third World na- 
tions during the 1970s. Quoting 
Population Council Reports that 
spoke of “false rumors,” of sterility 
and capsule migration, Dampier 
points out that there were indica- 
tions of severe problems even then. 

“We're confident we'll be able to 
show that these so-called rumours 
weren't rumors at all, but reports 
from actual users. Ifany woman knew 
that once implanted, these capsules 
could migrate and get lost for God 
knows how long...I seriously doubt

fered for women on social assist- 
ance, and some women have 
reported being coerced into having 
Norplant inserted following state- 
funded abortions. On the flip side, 
many people have also expressed 
concern at the expense of the sys- 
tem, noting that it is very difficult 
for women on social assistance or 
on fixed incomes to afford the de- 
vice if they want it. 

Here in Canada, the relative infan- 
cy of Norplant makes it difficult to 
draw fair comparisons. So 
far there have not been 
enough users, over a long 
enough period of time to 
project if we will have the 
same type of problems or 
litigation happening in 
Canada. Nor have we seen 
any hard evidence of at- 
tempts to use Norplantfor 
social planning purposes. 

In fact, at present, low- 
income women are more 
inclined to be denied ac- 
cess to Norplant, than to 
be coerced into using it. 

Marcina Stewart-Lev- 
ine of Vancouver's 
Planned Parenthood asso- 
ciation reports that the 
province is examining the 
possibility of covering the 
cost of Norplant for women on so- 
cial assistance. “It may be more 
advantageous for social assistance to 
pay thatcost than to take on the cost of 
another child for that couple,” she 
explains. “We don’t know forsure, but 
we'd like to hope that people in differ- 
ent socio-economic groups would 
have the chance to use the system if 
they want it. People should have the 
right to choose.” 

In an attempt to make the product 
more accessible, Wyeth-Ayerst re- 
cently introduced a financing 
program through Trans Canada 
Credit which will allow women who 
qualify to pay for the product in 24 
payments of $25 each. The company 
has also instituted a Promise of Sat- 
isfaction program which provides an 
equivalent dollar amount of replace- 
ment therapy in the form of oral 
contraceptives for women who have 
to have Norplant removed within 
one year of insertion. It is a program 
unique to Canada, and although it 
does not provide for women who 
are unable to take oral contracep- 
tives, Product Manager King believes 
it is “a right step in the right direc- 
tion.” He also anticipates that the 
provinces may eventually look at 
covering the cost of insertion and 
removal, which currently runs at up 
to $75 and $150 respectively. 

Here in Alberta, Social Services 
spokesperson Bob Scott reports 
that there are no plans to fund 
Norplant insertion or removal for 
women on social assistance. “We

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A gift for storytelling 


Dhyana Roche talks to Feather of Hope chairman Ken Ward 


ben the Cree child was born, 

an eagle seized him in sharp 
talons and dropped bim in a 
bucket of bleach. Blond-baired 
and blue-eyed, the child’s test 
would be to overcome bis strange 
appearance and become a teach- 
er to bis people. 

That fair-skinned boy grew up to 
be the first Native Canadian -- ‘he 
prefers to be called Indian ~ to talk 
publicly about living with AIDS. 

“Perhaps Iam symbolic,” Ken Ward 
says in his quiet, reflective way of 
speaking. “I change the Indian look, 
and HIV and AIDS is a new threat.” 

Since Ward was diagnosed in 1989, 
his battle with the disease has given 
him the strength to come to terms 
with his ghosts and help others by 
telling his story. 

He tells it one sunny day in a park 
gazebo. The bright setting is in sharp 
contrast to his story of shadows. He 
was sent to a foster home at age 
eight. When he was 13 years old, a 
man raped him. 

He grew up ina white foster home 
thinking his roots were German or 
Swedish, but when he was 18 and no 
longer a ward of the state, it was 
suggested to him that he return 
home. 

It was then that he was told he 
came from the Enoch Cree reserve, 
west of Edmonton. He is a treaty 
status Indian. 

“It was hard to be accepted,” he 
says of his return to the reserve. 

He spent many of his adult years 
shooting drugs and sharing needles, 
which he believes was the origin of 
his HIV infection. 

He eventually came to see his child- 
hood as preparation for his greatest 
test. 

“Those struggles were going to 
become my teachers and my allies,” 
he says, his eyes hidden by mirrored 
sunglasses. 

Now, he’s trying to see through 
the darkness of his disease to the 
light beyond it. 

“When you're given a gift as pow- 
erful as an iliness...” he muses, his 
voice trailing off. 

Ward's task as chairman and found- 
er of the Feather of Hope Society is 
to find a way to use his “gift.” 

Feather of Hope is a non-profit 
society that promotes AIDS educa- 
tion and awareness to Alberta 
Natives. Funded by the provincial 
and federal governments, the group 
is trying to get the message out to 
about 65,000 Native people from 47 
different bands, with various lan- 
guages and religions. 

The organization's director, Dave 
Desjardins, says the obstacles are 
daunting. 

“Many Natives look at (AIDS) as a 
white man’s disease,” he says. 

“Natives in rural and isolated are- 
as are 10 years behind in current 
information (about AIDS).” 


The challenge 
Ward says cultural differences 





40 others are HIV infected, bringing 
the total to between 900 to 2,400 
infected Natives. 

The challenge, then, is to some- 
how get through to the people of 


| each community. That’s somethieg 





the group finds nearly impossible 
with funding for only four staff mem- 
bers, says Ward. 

The society’s approach to the staff 
shortage is to train one person in 
each community to teach others in 
that community about AIDS. 

“We have to be very sensitive in 
our approach to communities,” ex- 
plains Ward. 

“Sex is talked about, butitis taught 
by the appropriate people.” 

However, the society’s approach 
doesn’t conform to federal funding 
regulations, which require programs 
to be definable “projects.” 

This year, Feather of Hope’s fed- 
eral funding was cut in half, to 
$40,000 per year. 

“We don’t feel the federal govern- 
ment is living up to its promises and 
commitments to aboriginal people 
regarding HIV and AIDS,” says Desjar- 
dins. 

The regulations won't allow the 
society to use what it considers its 
most effective weapon against AIDS 
~ the influence of an accepted com- 
munity member to teach prevention. 

But Feather of Hope is pursuing 
its method of AIDS education and 
recently got approval for additional 
provincial funding —- enough to fund 
a third community outreach worker. 

Ward says he sometimes asks him- 
self if the Society is making a real 
difference. 

“Are we getting through? I believe 
we have, in a way, but there was 
something missing.” 

Now he thinks he has hit upon it — 
Ward wants to use the traditional 
Native way of teaching through sto-

to tell and all of a sudden I said 
‘listen to me, I’m a storyteller.’” 


And that will be his next test -- to 
gather his stories together and make 
them into a play. 

“Everybody has a story to tell and 
it’s up to the individual who be- 
comes the audience to learn.” 

Ward has decided this will be his 
last year as Feather of Hope chair- 
man. 

He hopes his stories have con- 
vinced more of his people to practise 
“safer sex,” but instead of referring 
to condom use, he says the Indian 
meaning of safer sex is “values and 
relationships.” 

Safer sex is respecting your part- 
ner and entering into committed 
relationships, he says. 

“Nothing pleases me more than 
when I hear a couple come and say 
“we’re going to get tested together.” 

For now, he will keep searching 
for new stories and people to listen 
to them. 

“The story changes every time. It 
shifts -- 1 always have a different story 
to tell.” 

Ward has carried a killer in his 
veins for almost five years now, and 
each day, he thanks the Creator for 
his health. 

Hebelieves two things have helped 
him survive despite the shadows - 
learning how to forgive those who hurt 
him and learning to forgive himself 

He knows he has too many things 
to do to stop now. 

‘I wake up in the morning with 
white skin and yellow hair. Istrongly 
believe the Creator has done this for 
a reason. 

“This color has become my teacher 
and I do my best to wear it well.”

Icons make a comeback in a secular world

sens are definitely “in” and 
everything from hair salons to 
graphic houses are using the word 
in their namesake, computers use 
them and trendy art shops are carry- 
ing icons from around the world as 
the “must haves” for the decorating 
set. But where did they originate 
and what exactly do they mean to a 
secular world? Local resident Mari- 
anna Savaryn is one of only two 
female iconographers in Canada and 
has become reknowned for her work 
in the Byzantine style. 

“Icons are an organic unity, com- 
bining the artistic, 
spiritual, and the- 
ological,” she 
explains. “They 
are an archetype 
or model, based 
on centuries-old 
forms. They are 
tradition.” 

The form of 
icons was de- 
signed by the first 
half of the fifth 
century, when the 
Virgin and Child 
arfived in Con- 
Stantinople. Its 
creation was at- 
tributed to St. 
Luke, the world’s 
first iconographer. 
The Byzantine era 
(343 to 1453 A.D.) 
saw the synthesis 
of many cultures, 
including Greek, 
Roman and Chris- 
tian and the art of 
icons flourished. 

“Many of the 
forms in the fres- 
coes and mosaics 
found in Byzan- 
tine churches, 





the majority of the populace was 
illiterate. Adorning a church’s al- 
tars, ceilings and walls, icons 
aided a worshipper in visualizing 
the priest’s teachings. Families 
would place icons in special areas 
within the house to both inspire 
them and to protect them from 
harm. In the Ukrainian tradition, 
icons are given to the bride and 
groom as part of the wedding cer- 
emony and it was her brother’s 
wedding that inspired Savaryn to 
paint her first icon. 

Coming from a strong visual arts 
background, she first studied the 
art of iconography five years ago at 











The drawing is then transferred and 
the guilding of 22-karat gold laid 
The painting is done using egg tem- 
pura, a combination of egg yolk, 
water and vinegar to which hand. 
ground pigment is added. After 
allowing the paint to dry (which 
takes a few days) a beeswax-based 
varnish is applied. 

“It usually takes one month to 
complete an icon,” comments 
Savaryn, “but I have several on the 
go at any one time.” 

Her work has become so popu. 
lar, especially among the Ukrainian 
community, that there is a two-year 
waiting list for an icon. Savaryn’s 
work is installed 
in a Ukrainian 
church, printed 
on cards and, 
most recently, 
displayed in Man. 
ulife Place as a 
finalist in the 
Medici Art Foun- 
dation’s annual 
competition, 
which drew over 
300 entries. 

“It was a 
great experience 
for me,” she said. 
“It gave people 
an opportunity to 
see my work and 
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to view icons as 
an art form.” 
While the can- 
ons of Byzantine 
iconography are 
very strict (even 
the color of robes 
are dicated), Savar- 
yn finds greater 
freedom ofself-ex- 
pression in her 
sacred art, some- 
thing she found 
lacking in her sec- 
ular work.

critical to my final 
product,” Savaryn 
says. 

“The word for icon originates 
from Acheiropoeitos, a Greek word 
meaning ‘The Holy Face made with- 
out human hands,” she continues. 
“Legend holds that the leprous King 
Abgar wanted to see and speak with 
Christ and sent his men forth to find 
Jesus. Upon meeting up with him, 
Christ, sensing that his passion was 
drawing near, imprinted the image 
of his face into linen to give to the 
king. That was the first icon.” 

The Church used icons to illus- 
trate passages from the Bible, as 





the Sacred Arts Academy in Penn- 
sylvania. The methods she uses in 
preparing the wood and painting 
the icon are identical to those used 
by the early Byzantine monks. All 
materials used are organic and re- 
quire many hours of delicate 
preparation. Pure cotton muslin is 
laid upon eabinet Grade “A” birch 
with rabbitskin glue. A mixture of 
rabbitskin glue, precipitated chalk 
and barium sulfate known as “ges- 
so” is thenapplied untila glass-like 
appearance is achieved, which usu- 
ally requires four or five layers.

A Canadian anthology explores gay identity in the world community

Iberto Manguel, the Argentina- 
born Canadian author, critic, play- 
wright, and editor, knows how to 
_ transcend boundaries. He does so with 
" hislatest work, Meanwhile, In Another 
Part of the Forest (Knopf Canada, 
_ 682 pp, $23.00), an anthology of gay 
short stories he edited along with 

‘ fellow Canadian Craig Stephenson. 
“Since the whole question of what 
it is to be gay seemed to be in the 
air, Craig and I wanted to see how 
” literature had addressed the ques- 
tion,” says Manguel about the 

_ compilation process. 

“We weren’t interested in the sex- 
uality of the writers, we were 
interested in how good writers would 
explore the subject of gay identity.” 

There were no objections on the 
part of the non-gay writers or their 
estates to use their work. “I wouldn't 
be able to say what writers are gay 
and what writers are not, because I 
am not familiar with the sexual lives 
of these authors,” says Manguel. 

Manguel has had only one refusal 
in the past, ironically from Tennes- 
see Williams's estate who did not 
want his work to be included in a 
previous anthology called The Gates 
of Paradise. 

Although proponents argue thata 
credible gay story can only be writ- 
ten by a gay writer, Manguel believes 
that such a position is outrageous. 
“These are the same sort of people 
who believe that a political tract is 
literature. This position is driven by 
people who simply don’t have faith 
in literature and who would like 

fiction to be regulated by some sort 
of overseeing board 


““A gay short story isn’t necessarily 
written by a gay writer,” he contin- 
ues. “It's as if you said ghost stories 
are only written by people who have 
had experience with a ghost. It’s a 
very strange notion that fiction isn’t 

_ fiction, but somehow is a documen- 
tary of one’s experiences, which 
_ would be so boring.” 


International focus 


Meanwhile, In Another Part of the 
Forest is anything but boring. A wide

Sexual preference 


At this point Manguel appears to 
be describing a sort of continuum of 
sexual preference - that no one is 
exclusively gay or straight, but if there 
were no social taboos, one would 
simply gravitate to whom they were 
attracted. “I think that if it weren’ta 
question we would discover that our 
sexuality is much more fluid than we 
allow it to be. There will be people 
who will prefer one kind of sexual 
partner and some people will prefer 
another, but by and large I think we 


would be able to havearelationship | 


with humankind.” 

Other anthologies that Manguel 
has edited include the erotic an- 
thology The Gates of Paradise, and 
Other Fires, an anthology of writ- 
ing by Latin American women. 
Manguel says that giving voices to 
topics that he feels are marginal- 
ized is a large part of the reason 
that he edits anthologies. 

In his introduction to Meanwhile, 
In Another Part of the Forest, Man- 
guel discusses that “gay stories which 
bow to prejudice ... commit literary 
terrorism and deserve to be housed 
on the same shelf as moralistic Victo- 
rian fables.” Manguel says that it was 
not difficult for himselfand Stephen- 
son to avoid including these kinds of 
gay stories. 

“We were looking for good short

stories; we were looking for stories 
that were good literature above all, 
and I think that a story that bows to 
prejudice is not a good short story, 
and so it eliminated itself.” 


Multi-faceted society 


Many gay stories also project gays 
as a group set apart from society as a 
whole, although Manguel, in the 
book’s introduction, writes of the 
necessity for gay stories to “place 
their characters in the midst of a 
multifaceted society.” 

Explains Manguel, “Good litera- 
ture doesn’t ostracize because it 
thrives on ambiguity. It doesn’t ster- 
eotype the characters. It’s society 
that does that, like in the stuff we've 
been going through now in Ontario, 
where society rejects the same rights 
forsame-sex couples is utterly outra- 
geous. It is like looking at me in the 
face and telling me that I’m not a 
person. The shock is so enormous 
that we are thrown back to wonder- 
ing ‘What are we so afraid of, what is 
this tremendous fear?’ But literature, 
I think, avoids that.” 

This fear of those with a different 
lifestyle that Manguel discusses is 
what he and Stephenson hope to 
dispel with their anthology, espe- 
cially to heterosexual readers. 
However, at first Manguel thinks 
that “ideally we would want to do 
away with the notions of hetero- 
sexuality and homosexuality, which 
again is an artificial construct. But 
I would want the reader to be less 
fearful, to see the reality around us 
of gays and non-gays as aspects of 
our humanity.”

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Gary Lee’s revelations 


A modern bard trashes poetry’s tame image

“Back in the psyche ward days, one 
‘symptom of alleged insanity was 
that the television is sending sinis- 
ter messages. It seems to me that 
this is self-evidently true.” 

Gary Lee does not discount the 
revelations he experienced during 
a couple of stays behind institu- 
tional walls. When youthful 
experiments with psychedelics 
went somewhat awry, he “reached 
a schizoid state, hearing alien voic- 
es,” and took disquieting 
revelations from the television. 
Some of them are affirmed in “Shak- 
ing Bad Evil Eye Medicine,” a 
vitriolic piece of voodoo aimed at 
the “cathode ray demons,” which 
opens Shaking Bad Medicine, Lee’s 
self-made audio publishing debut. 

For a society preoccupied with 
being rational and coherent, the 
stigma of insanity kind of spells the 
end of the line for a person’s men- 
tal journey. However, for Lee, the 
experience seems to have opened 
doors for him as a mystic, human 
observer and a poet. Like a shaman 
in dreamtime he’s borne messages, 
intact, from the other side. 

“Bad Medicine” has a number of 
connotations in the poems on the 
tape: psychiatric patients overpre- 
scribed mind-numbing medication, 
the poisoned confluence of the 
Medicine and Red Deer Rivers and 
TV, the drug of a disposable cul- 
ture. The shamanic bent of his 
poetry is hinted at by the cover-a 
self-portrait of the author wearing 
no pants and sternly warding off an 
“eye-sucking demon” coiled around 
a withered tree. 

“I know what I’m talking about,” 
he says, on the matter of insanity. 
“I've been there.” 


Beat passion 


Lee owes something to the Beats, 
and their romantic call to experi- 
ence everything. In the same vein, 
his style of performance reveals a 
very Beat passion to make language 
an experience, not just a brain- 
teaser, whether alongside music, 
or through spirited declamation. 

The first time I witnessed Lee in 
action he was in mad poet glory, 
bellowing out “Incantation,” a wild- 
eyed cant to deflate self-important 
deities in the midst of a rowdy 
gathering of boozy associates. Dur- 
ing another guerilla performance, 
“fueled with the courage of an af- 
ternoon drinking a lot of scotch,” 
he took to the pulpit of an old 
church naked except for a long 
cape to deliver a poem about “The 
Weirdest Thing in the Loony Bin.” 
He explains it like this: “There was 
a lot of noise and chaos, and I 
wanted to get people's attention.” 

With Bad Medicine Gary Lee joins 
a growing school of modern bards 
such as dub poet Lillian Allen, punk 
pontificator Henry Rollins and Beat 
survivor William S. Burroughs, who 












artists. While the compilation 
project never panned out, Ron and 
Gary kept recording. The result is 
Shaking Bad Medicine. 

The varied soundscapes of Bad 
Medicine are arrived at as much by 
chance as through design, incorpo- 
rating everything from synthesizers 
to skin drums; even bringing in 
“found instruments” such as a di- 
jeridu made from plastic tubing, 
and found musicians (dubbed “the 
Elementals”) coalescing beauty out 
of inspired chaos. 


Poetic creation 


This is not an unusual process 
for poetic creation to Gary, who 
came upon his own particular muse 
trying to fit words to the strange 
music that bubbled up amidst fren- 
zied jams in a small-town boho 
scene based around Red Deer Col- 
lege. This “unlikely collection 
musical experimentalists” includ- 
ed a younger k.d. lang and Drifter, 
a free-spirited guitarist -- later mur- 
dered -- who appears as one of the 
hallowed ghosts in Bad Medicine’s 
poignant “Song of the Dead.” 

In a canyon by the Red Deer 
River that Gary and friends banged 
drums, making up poems and ritu- 
als, based around an anthology of 
tribal chants called Technicians of 
the Sacred and the lyrical odes to 
nature by the wine-drinking taoist 
poets of T’ang Dynasty China, 
whom Gary stumbled upon along 
with French symbolists and the 
Beats. “It was all very freelance,” 
says Gary. “We had more of an in- 








terest in art than religion.” 

Proving that no place is 
too small for an under- 
ground, Gary and some 
cronies formed Sekiindiak 
Matavan, the world’s first 
and last rural industrial 
band (named after, respec- 
tively, amodel of grainauger 
and a brand of herbicide) in- 
corporating farm machinery 
and country bass lines. In trib- 
ute to a Gainers meat-packers 
strike, Gary penned leftist an- 
thems such as “Born In a 
Factory” and “Don’t Kill the 
Pigs.” They only performed 
once, at Gary’s old junior 
high school. 

When the Red Deer scene 
dissipated, Gary beganalong 
period of travel. “I became a 
hobo,” he says. Besides 
spending time in a number 
of the country’s major urban 
centres, he wiled away a 
number of days in small 
towns such as, Gibson’s Landing in 
B.C. (made popular or infamous by 
being the setting for The Beachcomb- 
ers). At one point he lived out of a 
tent in the Kootenays. 

Then there was a stint in a Mon- 
treal warehouse with Alberta friend 
Johnny Chaos and a group of in- 
dustrial artists, where the walls 
were composed of huge furniture 
boxes (“Instead of moving the fur- 
niture we moved the walls.”), and 
evenings were wiled away doing 
murals and making “mutant jazz” 
for ad hoc ensemble, Caboose of 
Fear with instruments such as the

“filthophone,” with a tea kettle for 
a sounding bell and the wood. 
carved “blarinet.” Not surprising 
that one particularly wonky jam on 
Bad Medicine, “Collectibles,” ush. 
ers in the coming of the “junk age” 
on homemade tongue drums and 
pots and pans. 

While Gary is pleased with the 
refinement of the recording proc. 
ess, it is to be expected that he’l! 
be in public again, with some hast. 
ily-assembled configuration or / 
Elementals. With or without 
pants? In one way or another 
without inhibition.

66 hings keep popping up. The

The premise is that the regular show 
has been hijacked by the Borg and the 
st of the members of Three Dead 
rolls in a Baggie.

Borg has offered -- in 
writing -- to perform a three hour lesbi- 
an hand puppet show for Sun columnist 
Linda Slobodian (“I'll get government 
funding for it.

Borg has had an even bigger battle 
with the authorities. When the Trolls 
performed Saskatchabuzz at the Winni- 
peg Fringe three years ago, they smoked 
ersatz dope during the show (But it 
smelled just like the real thing. Iswear!!). 
Still, some concern citizen felt it his -- or 
her -- duty to phone the police. So, 
when the Trolls returned to a university 
sponsored gig in the capital city of Mani- 
toba, the authorities announced that 
they would be in the audience. 


No dope smoking 


“This show had nothing to do with 
smoking dope, so we warned the audi- 
ence that there would be narcs in their 
ranks and pointed out two unsuspected 
audience members. No one got hurt.”

Community standards 
in-Fringe-ment? 


Judy Lawrence fires a round at the moralists

ednecks advocating com- 

munity standards are best 
advised to stay out of Judy Law- 
rence’s path. The Fringe festival 
director has a barrelful of buck- 
shot ready to blow in their faces 
if they don’t. 

At a press’ conference last 
month, the bubbly Lawrence 
didn’t exactly cut an Annie Oak- 
ley figure behind the podium 
while previewing Franken- 
Fringe: Part 13, which starts 
Aug. 12. 

But she was adamant that the 
Fringe, one of the world’s most 
successful theatrical events, 
would not flinch in the faces of 
Comstockering conservatives 
like Gary Mar and Ken Kowalski. 

Earlier this year, Mar suggest- 
ed that artists whose work was

deemed obscene would not be 
eligible for public funding. 

“Is it a real issue,” she asked 
about the Tory-conceived art- 
versus-morality controversy, “or 
one trumped up by a few fear- 
mongering, ill-informed 
journalists and political back- 
benchers?” 

Lawrence has reason to be con- 
cerned. Last year, an adaptation 
of Charles Bukowski’s The Fuck 
Machine prompted angry re- 
sponses from _ individuals 
complaining about the show’s 
posters and suggestive content. 
Of 175 shows scheduled for this 
year’s ten-day run of Franken- 
Fringe: Part 13, at least 35 are 
geared towards mature audienc- 
es. Included in that category is 
The Happy Cunt, a production 
by the London-based English 
Madhatters Theatre Co. 
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But Lawrence also believes 
that the Fringe, in her words a 
“democratic environment,” facil- 
itates freedom of speech and 
allows popular opinion to de- 
termine which artistic cream will 
rise to the top. 

“The irony of all this for me is 
that art can do nothing but re- 
flect community standards, 
whatever community it happens 
to choose to examine,” she said. 
“Artists don’t make this stuff up. 
They don’t invent it. They live 
it. And put it up on stage.” 

Another irony was that Law- 
rence made her poignant 
comments before the unveiling 
of the festival’s FrankenFringe 
mascot -- a seven-foot replica of 
Mary Shelley’s cadaverous char- 
acter that spoke in a voice not 
unlike that of arch-conservative 
Ronald Reagan.

While rushing on my way to the cinny to 
see the premiere of Clear and Present 
Danger, | was flipping my way through 
the radio stations. | happened to stop on 
an interview with Michael Medved. 
Medved, as you may already know, has 
revived his sagging career asa film critic 
by constantly bleating that Hollywood is 
doing its utmost to destroy the moral 
fiber. In the process he has become the 
darling of the drooling far right. 

While the host was announcing his 
optimism for America’s moral turnabout 
(because Medved and Rush Limbaugh 
were being broadcast out of numerous 
stations across the country), | found my- 
self thinking that the latest film based on 
a Tom Ciancy novel would be a film 
Medved would gush over. On the movie 
poster, Harrison Ford has an American 
flag draped around his shoulders, while 
his patented look of stern vulnerablity 
covers his visage, as he reprises his role 
of Jack Ryan. The film’s prequel — Patri- 
ot Games — was a jingoistic cacophony 
that stated the need for military intelli- 
gence in the face of commie-financed 
international terrorism. 

| guess the really lazy thing to do 
would be to compare Clear and Present 
Danger with its predecessor, but | reck- 
on that’s why my typing teacher said | 








typed like lightning: Not that | was fast, 
it’s just that | took the path of least 
resistence. 

When stacked against Patriot Games, 
Clear and Present Danger is a far superior 
film. Director Phillip Noyce does a good 
job pushing our faces in the action, while 
screenwriters Donald Stewart, Steven Zallian 
and John Milius (speaking of heroes of the 
far right) don’t rely on the cheap tactic of 
having Ryan’s family threatened to pro- 
vide menace or suspense. 

The movie centers on the drug cartel 
in Colombia and the CIA's covert war to 
destroy it. Ryan acts as the CIA’s dupe by 
appearing in front of a Senate commit- 
tee hearing to get funding, on the promise 
that no American troops will be involved. 
Well, faster than you can say John 
Poindexter, Clark (Willem DaFoe) has 
gathered a special. command force for 
such a covert war. What follows is two 
and a quarter hours of obligatory explo- 
sions, death and mayhem that one might 
come to expect from a political thriller. 
At least the filmmakers have creatively 
come up with some sticky situations for 
Ryan to escape with the skin of his 
testes, as he dodges bazooka attacks 
and massive gunfire (I'd hate to be this 
guy’s claims adjustor). 

Not to do a Marc Horton, but the 
film’s ending is a wish fulfillment for the 
left: This is how it would be if Ollie 
North had really “recollected” to the 
best of his ability at the Contra Affairs 














Committee hearings. But the film leaves 
me asking these questions: If Ryan is such 
an idealist who wants to make adifference 
in this world, then why is he still working 
in atop level position with the CIA, and — 
more baffling — why do his bosses keep 
promoting such a malcontent? 

Still, Clear and Present Danger is a 
work that Medved would rail against as 
the sort of film that underminds tradi- 
tion, authority and the very moral fiber 
of decent God-fearing people every- 
where, which is all the more reason to 
recommend it.

Reflections from Joni Mitchell, Canada’s first ey of folk 


BY SHEENA STEWART 


After more than a decade in rel- 
ative seclusion, Joni Mitchell is 
testing the waters in prepara- 
tion for the fall release of her 
new album Turbulent Indigo. 
At a press conference the day 
after her dazzling performance 
at the Edmonton Folk Music Fes- 
tival, Mitchell explained that 
health problems related to her 


childhood experience with po- | 


lio kept her sidelined for most 
of the '80s. 

“Every decade I have to goa 
few rounds with death, ya 
know?” she told reporters. “I'm 
a polio survivor for one thing, 












































and there is this thing called 
post polio syndrome. And I have 
an allergy to air conditioning, 
so a lot of flying brings on 
strange symptoms and at that 
point it wasn’t diagnosed as to 
what it was. So flying, which 
heavy touring requires, had to 
be kept to a minimum.” 


Drawing power 


The Folk Fest show was only 
her third live appearance in the 
past five years, and her first time 
at a Canadian folk festival since 
her unpleasant experience in the 
early 1970s with the organizers 
of Toronto’s Mariposa Festival,

Local talent series gears up for another season

Jon Beckett is hoping that seven 
is a lucky number. After all, it’s 
been that many years that Project 
Discovery, Shaw Cable’s locally- 
based musical talent television 
series, has been gluing the eyes of 
channel surfers to the tube and 
exposing them to no less than 
250 unsigned acts thus far. 

This year, Beckett, the show’s 
audio producer, is frothing with 
effervescence over the launching 
of the new season. Three of 
Project Discovery's luminaries, 
Bobby Cameron, Anna Beaumont 
and Tommy Rogers and Head’n 
West, willshowcase ata commem- 
orative concert at Myer Horowitz 
Theatre Aug. 18. 

Former Edmonton comic duo 
The Atomic Improv Co. will host 
the event which will double as a 
release party for a 16-song compi- 
lation CD _ featuring past 
performers on the show. 

“We’re tying it into the same 
evening,” enthuses Beckett. “We 
thought it would be nice to have 
the same events on the same 
night.” 

_Cameron.and Beaumont appear 
on the record, while Rogers’s en- 
try is slated for release on a 
country compilation in two 
months. But considering the ec- 
lecticism on the contrivance due 
this month (jazz outfit Jump Or- 
chestra, roots guitarist Lester 
Quitzau and alternative glam act 





the loved one are also featured), 
Beckett admits that title, the 
rock compilation, is an obvious 
misnomer. 

“Based on the talent from the 
last three years, it’s been so di- 
verse that we probably shouldn't 
have called it a rock CD,” he says. 

Throughout the past seven 
years, Project Discovery has been 
a technical and artistic triumph. 
Musicians who have taken part in 
the series constantly rave about 
the production values, and the 
cable television industry across 
the country has also taken notice. 
One program featuring Grace 
Under Pressure won a national 
CCTA Entertainment award: two 
years ago. 

The only burr under Beckett's 
saddle has been the fact that none 
of the talents featured on the pro- 
gram have hit the big time since 
their appearances. 

“What floors me is that we’re 
into the 250 band number and we 








haven’t had one that really 
clicked,” laments Beckett. “Mark 
Keonig (a B.C.-based country sing- 
er who had a short-lived deal with 
MCA) has really been the biggest 
one so far.” 

That hasn't stopped over 200 
aspiring artists from annually 
sending demos to Shaw Cable in 
hopes of being selected as one of 
20 artists the cable company tapes 
for its ten episodes each year. 
Combine that with the national 
coverage courtesy of the Shaw 
cable chain (stations in Vancou- 
ver and Saskatoon also contribute 
ten episodes to the whole broad- 
casting season), and _ that 
multiplies the potential exposure. 

Beckett is content to wait a few 
months before he has to take part 
in the three-day adjudication 
process to determine the line-up 
for the eighth season. Right now, 
his primary area of concentration 
is on the Horowitz broadcast. “It’s 
gonna be smokin’,” he says.

(Virgin) 


The Rolling Stones are finished. Well, that’s 
one safe way to starta review of anew Stones 
disc, isn’t it? Lessee now, from day one they 
themselves never expected to last as agroup 
any more than a couple of years at best; such 
was the lifespan of a pop group in | 962 (the 
more things change...). Someone said the 
Stones were doomed in 1969 when Brian 
Jones died and the Stones answered with Let 
it Bleed. Someone else wrote the same thing 
again in 1972 when Keith Richards became a 
full-time dragon chaser and they were just 
as wrong — the Stones released Exile On 
Main Street. 1978 saw Richards facing im- 
prisonment while simultaneously kicking 
his habit (right here in Canada), and what 
did we listeners get but Some Girls. And 
finally in 1989, when a Jagger/Richards rift 
(not to mention time itself) seemed to 
stand in the band’s way, they somehow 
created Steel Wheels, which qualifies as a 
classic Stones album because, among other 
reasons, no other band’s 58th album (who's 
counting?) could be anywhere near as good. 

After establishing a near-perfect record 
for surviving various crises, the Stones 
must deal with yet another one: the de- 
parture of bassist Bill Wyman. Does Voo- 
doo Lounge respond? Well, it has got a 
good... title. The truth is, it sounds like 
product, plain and simple, and really, that 
makes perfect sense, doesn’t it? | mean, if 
you signed with Virgin Records for an 
amount that equals in U.S. dollars the 
total combined weight of all the bullshit 
the band has gone through since 1962, 
you'd gladly kick both art and its 
pretention-filled rucksack out into the 
street too, wouldn’t you? Oh, quit it, 
angst-boy, you would so. 

Though they'll never admitit, the loss of 
Bill Wyman has hurt the band deeply, 
especially Keith, Neither Brian Jones or 
Mick Taylor were going to be there for- 
ever, we just knew, but Wyman? What 
else could he do? What else could he want 
to do? How's he gonna pay his alimony 
(slightly less than what the Stones just 
got from Virgin)? It appears that the one
